... THESE ARE IN THE NEWS! 


JAMES THURBER is no longer a modern cult—he has emerged as a modern classic. That is the 
substance of a review by Clifton Fadiman in the Book-of-the-Month Club News. The Thurber 
Carnival, a big anthology of the best Thurber stories and pictures is the Club’s choice for 
February. According to Thurber himself, the book “contains a selection of the stories and 
drawings the old boy did in his prime; a period which extended roughly from the year Lindbergh 
flew the Atlantic to the day coffee was rationed.” Mr. Thurber was born fifty years ago in 
Columbus, Ohio, and is still very much in his prime. When he was six his brother shot an arrow 
into his left eye and destroyed it, and in recent years he almost lost his-other eye, but he has 
never lost any part of his ability to laugh and make people laugh with him. There is a special 
oddity to his humor, and also a great deal of wisdom. Mr. Fadiman avers he is “that quite serious 
and often weighty thing—a true humorist.” 


JAN KARSKI was in the news before he became an author. A Polish Army officer who escaped 
or talked his way out of both Russian and German prison camps, he was a legendary figure in 
the Polish Underground when he was twenty Now, at thirty, he has written Story of a 
Secret State, the inside story of the underground and his incredibly courageous part in it. His 
book is one of a dual selection of the Book-of-the-Month Club for January (see below). 
Jan Karski (which is not his real name) is now living in New York as a lecturer for the Polish 
Government in Exile, because the Germans have identified him and his return to Poland would 
mean instant capture and death. He is tall, slim, handsome and before the war studied the 
science of population in various European universities. Now he hopes to marry after the war, 
have at least five children, and run a small store—somewhere in Poland.

LIFE’S REPORTS 
SAILORS RAVE FUN IN 05.5. 


by JOHN LE CATO 


In March 1943 six U. S, Merchant Marine ships docked in north- 
erm Russia, Because of a shortage of escort vessels they were 
forced to remain in the Soviet Union for eight months, at Mur- 


mansk and later at a smaller waterfront town called Molotovsk. 
These experiencesof the "Forgotten Convoy” have been recounted 
for LIFE by John Le Cato, third officer aboard one of the ships. 


ith eight months to kill in Molotovsk there was nothing to do but 

make the best of things. Though we knew not a soul and only 
a few unprintable words of Russian, we were anxious to mect the 
Molotovstzy. A day or two after our arrival I walked into town to 
investigate. It had never occurred to me that the Russians might 
regard me as a curiosity, but they did. Heads popped out of windows 
and people paused in the streets to inspect the Amerikanetz. I selected a 
house and knocked. A large woman and her daughter swept me in- 
doors and began a concert on the balalaika. When this was over, 
Mamma brewed some tea, which we drank in glasses, and showed me 
photographs of the men of the family. As Lleft, mamma and daughter 
chattered gaily about how nice it all had been. Or so I presumed. 

Russian is not an easy language and we had our misunderstandings 
at first. One of these was over the names of the girls who ran the 
dock winches. They were always yelling to cach other words which 
sounded like ‘Vera’ and "Miner"; naturally we assumed these 
were their names and thus greeted them. Later we learned that the 
words had to do with running the winches and meant something 
like “up” and “down."' The girls were obliging, however, and con 
tinued to answer to their new names. 

The city of Molotovsk is a war baby, with roads made of boards 
and no plumbing at all. Whenever we could we took the train to 
Archangel where we found two servicemen's clubs. Since the Red 
Army had taken almost every Archangel male who was both old 
enough to shave and young enough to dance, the hostesses of the 
two establishments regarded forcign seamen as godsends. 

Some of the girls were unfriendly at first and would greet us with 
“Blow, Joc!” This puzzled us until we found that they held big 
jobs in war factories and had been warned by the authorities against 
talking too much to foreigners. But strenuous dancing and rounds of 
vodka generally broke down their reserve. Russian girls seemed more 
serious than American girls. A hostess named Tania, for instance, 
discussed the ideals of Karl Marx while dancing check to check. 
Once a friend of mine and I were in a box at an Archangel theater 
witnessing a performance of Rose Marie in Russian. In an adjoining

box were two beautiful girls. They giggled and sent a note asking 
us to meet them after the performance by the statue of Stalin in a 
ncar-by park. It looked like a fine evening until we were told that 
their only interest in seeing us was to improve their pronunciation 
of English. We walked through the park for hours repeating 
“Franklin Delano Roosevelt is President of the U.S.A." and trying 
to explain why “cnough’” is not spelled with an “F. 

One sailor fell in love with a Russian girl and gave her cigarets, 
soap and even a pair of his own shoes. He painted the walls of her 
room and, as a final love offering, presented her with a lock. Grate- 
fally she took it from him, put it on her door and locked him out. 

As a special gesture toward its Allies, the International Club 
planned an all-day picnic, It was to be held on a lovely-looking 
island covered with green grass in the middle of the Dvina River. 
The club packed lunches and hired a barge. One hitch developed, 
however. The grass was lush and green all right, but when the barge 
got there we found that the grass grew out of a foot of water which 
covered the entire island. It turned out that none of our hostesses 
had ever visited the island before or bothered to inquire about it. 
Our lunches were consumed on the barge in strained silence broken 
only by bitter remarks from the Americans on the generally stupe- 
fying effect of life in a planned economy. 

We were responsible for at least one change, for better or worse, 
in local customs. Mixed nude swimming, which was widespread 25 
years ago, is frowned on by the Soviet government but still persists 
outside the big metropolitan sections. The sight of scores of men and 
women reclining naked on the beaches aroused so much comment 
among the forcign visitors that orders were issued requiring every- 
one to wear a bathing suit. The Russians complied willingly but 
some of the effectiveness of the order was lost because, in the 
absence of bathhouses, they continued to change clothes on the 
beach 

The most constant clement in our life was the Archangel black 
market. There is rationing in Russia but it is not illegal to buy food 
at high prices without ration points, Since we had no ration books 
and our dict aboard ship consisted chiefly of Spam, the lack of 
vegetables soon caused our gums to bleed and we turned to the local 
market in desperation. One group of men specialized in procuring 
green vegetables, another in eggs and so on. I was founder of the 
Le Cato Tomato-Potato Company, Inc., Led 

In dealing with the Russians our merchandise consisted of cigarets, 
laundry soap and empty coffee tins. Laundry soap became an ac- 
cepted medium of exchange and things worked out so that three eggs 
for one bar satisfied both parties. A Russian would approach with a 
cheery “How's tricks, comrade?” and bargaining began. Every 
transaction was witnessed by numerous bystanders who were all for 
the Russian and would groan that Amerikanrzy were cheaters of 
widows and robbers of orphans. 

Eight months in the Soviet Union is a long time but I liked 
the country and so did most of my friends, When we finally left, 
in November 1943, a large crowd of Molotovstzy waved goodby 
on the pier as our ships steamed out of the harbor. At the narrows 
we passed a dredge and a small boy working on it yelled up, 
“Smokum, comrade?’ I threw him a pack of cigarets which fell 
short and ‘our crew's last scene of Russia was the kid diving for 
the fags into the icy waters of the White Sea.

THE RUSSIANS DRIVE ON HITLER'S BERLIN 


he vast ebb and flow of five and a half years of war was furiously channeled at 
many of them refugees from the east, 
could hear the distant muttering of guns as the Russians came closer. Laborers 
worked frantically to build gun positions which would sweep Berlin’s broad 
boulevards and parks.

A JUDGE AND THE LAW 


CONSULTING HIS DICTIONARY NOT HIS FEELINGS, HE HELPED 


‘The decision of a U. S. District Court in the 
Montgomery Ward case has underscored a 
more fundamental legal issue than any deci- 
sion in a long time. The unfortunate fact that 
union-baiting Sewell Avery won this decision 
and that a general increase of strikes may re- 
sult from it has obscured the larger fact that 
this is a great victory for the idea of law. 
Some of the howls that greeted the deci- 
sion are unconscious witnesses to the low 
estate into which modern justice has fallen. 
Judges nowadays are too often expected to 
consult the public pulse—or the public wel- 
instead of consulting thelaw. ButJudge 


t and insisted on being a judge. In 
this decision he told President Roosevelt 
(who appointed him to the bench in 1933) 
that he has no authority to seize the retail 
storesand warehousesof Montgomery Ward’s 
$600,000,000 mail-order business. 

For this he was strongly criticized not only 
by the U.S. attorney (who promptly appealed 
the decision) and by the United Retail, 
Wholesale and Department Store Employes’

Sewell Avery, of course, is not the ideal 
champion or beneficiary of the law’s reas- 
serted majesty.

Judge Sullivan 
knew that, too. He reached his decision “with 
considerable reluctance.” He lectured Avery 
for refusing to follow the War Labor Board: 
“The peacetime privilege of engaging in pro- 
longed labor disputes should be voluntarily 
suspended for the duration.” His references 
to “selfishness, arrogance, intolerance” and 
other unpleasant (though not illegal) quali- 
ties seemed to be aimed directly at Sewell 
Avery. In short, as lawyers say, he “gave 
the language to the government.” But he 
gave the decision to Montgomery Ward be- 
cause that’s how the law read.

War, railroad and telegraph 
lines were seized without explicit legal au- 
thorization and Abraham Lincoln contended 
that the Commander in Chief could do just 
about anything under the “law of war.” On 
the other hand, nine Civil War judges, in Ex 
Parte Milligan, decided that “the Constitu- 
tion of the United States is a law for rulers 
and people, equally in war and in peace, and 
covers with the shield of its protection all 
classes of men, at all times, and under all cir- 
cumstances. No doctrine, involving more 
ious consequences, was ever invented 
the wit of man than that any of its provi- 
ns can be suspended during any of the 
great exigencies of government.” 

Judge Sullivan, following other precedents, 
does not go to the extremes of the Ex Parte 
Milligan justices. But he argues impressively 
that the “rights, liberties and property of 
‘i ot be transgressed 
with impunity nor be disregarded because 
of expediency; neither may they be abridged 
‘or suspended, even for a single moment, ex- 
cept in the manner and under the cireum- 
stances specifically provided by law.” Neither 
the War Labor Disputes Act nor the implied 
war powers of the President offers anything 
that “specifically” covers the Montgomery 
Ward case. 3 of the War 
Labor Board, they lack teeth in this special 
instance. It would have been better for the 
war effort if Avery had obeyed the WLB di- 
rectives. But if Judge Sullivan's decision is 
upheld he cannot be compelled to do so until 
Congress makes up its mind to say so ex- 
plicitly.

Sewell Avery, by overinsisting on his legal 
rights in the midst of a war, has done a very 
dangerous thing. As the WLB chairman, 
William H. Davis, has said, strikes are con- 
tagious, and the example of a big tycoon 
refusing to accept wartime restraints that 
are binding on others may be contagious, 
too. Besides, Sewell Avery may also be hurt- 
ing the reputation of U.S. business as a 
whole. Other businessmen, even if they ad- 
mire his courage in secret, shake their heads 
and say, “He's living in the age of dino- 
saurs.” Yet it seems that we owe him a vote 
of thanks all the same. For just as a real 
dinosaur, could we catch one, might add to

our knowledge of our origins, so this case 
reminds us that some things do not and 
should not change. The principle of law is 
one of those things. 

The late Oliver Wendell Holmes was a 
very great jurist who believed in law and 
who interpreted the law as he saw it. He was 
also a great legal philosopher; but the skep- 


> tical turn of his mind and his love of realism 


and irony yielded some rather shocking re- 
marks. He once defined truth as the majority 
vote of the nation that can lick all others. 
Through the influence of his not-so-great 
disciples, who are more cynical than skepti- 
cal, Holmes’s “relativistic” legal philosophy 
has degenerated into a suspicion of all abso- 
lutes, which soon leads to the belief that the 
law is little more than a racket. Many a law 
school teaches that “law is what the courts 
will do”—meaning that it is more important. 
to study the state of a judge’ 's liver or Freud- 
ian conditioning than it is to study the 
principles of justice. Franklin Roosevelt, 
though no innovator on this score, has done 
more than any previous president to make 
the courts amenable to executive notions of 
what law ought to be. New Deal lawyers 
have concentrated on schemes for by-passing 
Congress, the only legitimate source of ne 
Federal law. Before the New Deal, Holmes's 
conservative opposition also assisted the de- 
cline. For when Justices Sutherland, Van 
Devanter and Butler outlawed acts of Con- 
gress that interfered with “freedom of con- 
tract,” they were obviously consulting their 
prejudices instead of the Constitution. (The 
Constitution gives Congress power to regu- 
late interstate commerce.) 

Law and respect for law are the founda- 
tion of any civilized society. The idea of 
law is one of the greatest achievements in 
mankind's agelong quest for certainty. But 
it will remain an achievement only as long 
as laws are clear and certain, as well as 
workable. Each generation, each crisis needs 
new laws, but the law itself must not be 
ject to the winds of sociological necessi- 
, or to the whims of amateur experts in 
‘meaning of meaning.”

CHILDREN’S BLOCKS 


THEY EXPRESS YOUNG BUILDERS’ CREATIVE GROWTH 


Ww the set of matching unit blocks shown at right, the current crop of U.S. 

ry-school children is engaged in feats of creative building such as their 
r dreamed of. These blocks bear almost no resemblance to alphabet 
blocks, which they have largely supplanted. Instead of the traditional cube, the 
unit set presents the child with blocks of ten different sizes and shapes, all 
geometrically related to a basic unit. A child can put them together in an 
almost unlimited number of combinations and make them express his most 
complex inspiration. The airplanes, ships, bridges, skyscrapers, railroad trains 
and whole cities which have been built with these blocks on nursery-school 
floors have established them as a major educational tool. 

‘The educational possibilities of unit blocks were first developed by Caroline 
Pratt, founder and principal of the City and Country School, a progressive school 
in New York City. At City and Country School the children grow up with the 
blocks and use them for their most important thinking during the years from 
2 through 7, With three or four blocks a 2-year-old is able to reconstruct the 
thrill of his first sight of a locomotive. A 5-year-old (below) assembles dozens of 
them into an aircraft carrier. Working together as a group, the 7-year-olds ex- 
plore mechanics of their city environment by building, operating a city of blocks.

I the 15 months that they have been operating with the Army Air Trans- 
port Command in the Pacific, the hundred flight nurses of the Pacific 
Division have brought back 37,000 sick and wounded Americans to the 
safety of general and base hospitals. During that time they have lose just 
one patient in flight. 

The rough life in the forward areas and daily contact with suffering men 
is supposed to make women hard. Bue there is no trace of callousness in 
these nurses. Their training has prepared them to take with poise and good 
humor the weariness and dirt, the dangers and tragedies of their job. Even 


cot. The night before she had come in from her 18-hour round-trip flight to 
the Philippines, bringing 22 wounded boys to the hospital at Saipan. To- 
night she was waiting for her call to the line again. She was scheduled to 
take another plancload of patients to the Mars 

Vici is small, blonde and neat, She looked very feminine in her starched 
GI pants and shirt and heavy field shoes. The dark green helmet beside her 
on the bed looked incongruously big. 

When other nurses came in during the evening Vici awoke to talk to 
them. It was inconsequential shoptalk, full of laughter. Mary Creel, only 


the raucous adulation of the women- 
starved men among whom they live and 
work they take with calm reserve and 
understanding. Flight nurses are young 
—most of them in theit2os—and pretty. 
They were among the first white wom- 
en scen by thousands of lonely men on 
Tarawa, Saipan, Leyte. Wherever they 
go they are stared at, whistled after, 
deluged with invitations...But they do 
not think themselves glamorous. 

One midnight last week I sat with 
some of these nurses in the clean, bar- 
ren Quonset hut that is their quarters 
on Saipan.

like college girls, sitting cross-legged on their beds, smoking and 
laughing. Their make-up was fresh, their nails brightly polished 
and their man-sized khakis and flight suits less baggy than the mod- 
ern coed uniform. 

We heard the jeep at the door, and then Licue, Osman came in and 
stood by us. Her face was tired and her eyes, dark with fatigue, were 
almost the color of her OD overalls. She was just in from Leyte. 

They asked her, ‘How did it go, Osman?" 

When their flights first started the nurses used to prepare warm 
dinners and little welcoming parties for the girls who came back 
from long trips. Now there is no time for ceremony, but a nurse can 
let off steam for a moment when she first comes in, We waited for the 
burst of talk: 

“God, I'm tired. What a trip—mud all over the field, The ceiling 
was so low we had to fly 50 miles a hundred fect over the water. 
They're alerted all the time now.” 

She put her hand up over her eyes. “I nearly lost a patient—his 
whole face gone.”” 

She turned away to her bed and we were all silent. 

After a while I asked Vici if they were good—these boys who had 
Jost their eyes or legs or arms, The three nurses turned to me carn- 
estly.

never complain, Maybe if they were older they'd be more bitter 
about it."" 

Lieut. Osman came back with her helmet full of water. She was 
washing her face in it and talking to us again, joking about a wise- 
cracking patient who wanted her to ‘'kiss me like my mother used 
to do,”” and the brotherly concern of the other patients who feared 
she might fall for this old gag. 

We were all back to normal and did not mention the tragedies or 
the dangers of the trip again, Then the field telephone rang—a call 
from the line—and it was our turn to go. 

On the strip the ambulances were crowded around the big hospi- 
tal plane. Inside, the ship was brightly lighted and full of men. 
While the doctors checked the patients aboard, medical corpsmen 
gently carried the litters and secured them in four tiers along the 
sides of the barren, tubular freight-and-passenger compartment. 
Vici spoke cheerfully to each patient as he arrived and helped to 
make the litters secure and comfortable. Then the patients who 
could walk got on and cased themselves into the bucket seats along 
one side, 


“We sure had fun...” 


An ambulance plane is not white and antiseptic smelling like a 
hospital. It is olive drab. The patients are wrapped in Army blankets. 
Their faces are weary and those of the older ones bearded. The smell 
is of old bandages and blankets and Army canvas. It was past mid- 
night and the men were sick and sleepy. They smiled at each other 
and at the nurse and then stared at the ceiling or the litters above 
them, waiting for the take-off. 

I spoke to the boy who sat next to me, His hand was gone and his 
arm was bandaged to a heavy spline in a sling.

and his GI haircut had grown long so that it stood up straight from 
his head in big dirty curls, 

“It will be nice to get home,’ I said. 

He did not look directly at me. “I hated to leave my outfit. I 
hated to leave them worse than I hated to leave home. We've been 
together a long time."’ Suddenly he grinned and his voice was en- 
thusiastic, ““We sure had fun sometimes. That old jungle juice!" 

Vici came and helped him strap.on the cumbersome, yellow rubber 
Mac West and then made his safety belt secure. All but the crew, the 
nurse and her patients left the plane and we were set for the take-off. 

We were up and just leveling off when one of the ambulatory pa- 
tients suddenly slumped to the floor, his head nodding over his 
shoulder, Quickly Vici made a pallet for him of an Army blanket and 
laid him ouc to sleep there. She spoke to him quietly and felt his 
wrist to check his pulse.

She continued with her routine: temperature, sleeping pills, co- 
deine and morphine for the men who needed it, She unfastened safety 
belts on the litters and straightened the blankets, getting extra cover 
for those who were cold.

the roar of the four big motors and occasionally put her head down 
close to a boy’s to speak to him.

Suddenly the plane dipped and dropped. The two engines on our 
port side had cut out and the other two were roaring angrily in a 
rising pitch. I braced myself and looked at Vici. The patients were 
all looking at her, too, looking for reassurance. She stood, fect apart, 
hanging on co the litcer nearest her, steadying herself in the recling 
plane. Her face had not changed and she bent down, still grasping 
the litter, and spoke to the boy in the tier below. He was the boy in 
the body cast, encased in white plaster from his waist down to his 
toes, She smiled at him and the patients watching her face smiled, too. 

The two engines cut in again, coughing and choking, and the 
plane steadied. I looked again at the boy across the plane. The heavy 
white cubes encasing his legs stood out in the darkness. He was 19 
years old and his face was pink and healthy, incongruous above the 
white prison of his cast. He looked at me steadily and I tried to 
smile as Vici had done but in my mind was the phrase “prepare to 
ditch” and the picture of a man swimming for his life in a body cast. 

Idid not want the patients to look at my face any more. T got a 
blanket and lay down where they could not watch me, I listened to 
the four engines singing together. There had been no danger—only 
a moment for the thought of danger to catch us.

AN UGLY WINTER DISABILITY WHICH IS CAUSED BY COLD FEET 
IS A BIG PROBLEM FOR THE U.S. ARMY ON THE WESTERN FRONT 


TRENGH FOOT 


'rench foot is one of the things which have added 

up to a disheartening winter for Americans on the 
Western Front. In November alone the Army re- 
ported 11,000 U.S. cases. In some hospitals as many 
as 60% of all patients were suffering from it. 

Soldiers get trench foot primarily because their 
feet are cold. If they are cold too long the capillaries 
shrink, cutting off the flow of blood. Then the tis- 
sues of the feet actually begin to die. If the feet are 
cold and wet at the same time, the process is fast 
er because evaporation makes them get even colder. 


‘The first sign of trench foot is a heavy numbness 
which makes men feel as if they are walking on 
blocks of wood. When the feet are thawed out the 
are hot and painful. Later they often become blai 
ened and blistered. In bad cases the entire foot be- 
comes gangrenous and has to be amputated. 

Trench foot is hard to cure quickly, but under 
most conditions it is easy to prevent. The Army con- 
siders its shoes as good as those issued by the British 
and Russians, who have much less trouble with trench 
foot. Preventing trench foot is almost entirely a mat- 


ter of discipline. Officers are responsible for getting 
their men the right kind of shoes and for showing 
them the best ways to keep their feet warm and dry. 
‘The men are responsible for taking care of their feet 
as they have been instructed. 

‘The number of trench-foot cases on the Western 
Front this winter shows that U. S. trench-foot disei- 
pline is far behind the British and Russian discipline. 
‘The main reason seems to be that hardly anyone in 
the U. S. Army, from the top down, really expected 
tobe fighting tough, full-scale winter war in Europe.

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Maine Winter 


A native son and poet interprets its moods 


Oo the following pages LIFE presents an 
experiment conducted by Robert P. 
Tristram Coffin, Maine’s foremost living poet 
and winner of the Pulitzer Prize for poetry. 
Its purpose is to capture the winter moods of 
the poet’s beloved state of Maine as he sees 
them, through a LIFE photographer's lens, 
and as he feels them, in his own poetry. 
To point out the exact scenes he wanted 
to write about, Poet Coffin spent a sub-zero 


week tramping around Brunswick, with LIFE 
Photographer Kosti Ruohomaa, who comes 
from the near-by town of Rockland. They 
went to snowbound summer cottages (above) 
and fishermen’s shacks, to the cold coast at 
Bailey Island and comfortable farm kitchens, 
and to all the white, wind-drifted places for 
20 miles around. Then, with the photographs 
before him, Mr. Coffin wrote—especially for 
LIFE—the poems published on these pages. 


No one knows the state of Maine better 
than Poet Coffin, who was born in Brunswick 
52 years ago, brought up on a salt-water 
farm and graduated from Brunswick’s Bow- 
doin College, where he is now professor of 
English. He has written four Maine novels, 
a history and 11 volumes of poetry includ- 
ing the 1936 Pulitzer Prize winner, Strange 
Holiness. His twelfth, Poems for a Son with 
Wings, willbe published by Macmillan in May. 


Maine in winter is a fishing-shack 

With the stovepipe sticking through a pane, 
Slatted lobster traps picked out by snow 

Like ribs on some starved martyr of old Spain. 


The largest farms of all in Maine are blue, 

They curve up from the South Pole and Cape Horn, 
White codfish swim through them like nebulae 
And lobsters with their claws built out of thorn. 
Where the old world’s granite bones show bare, 
The farmers fish and double up their labors, 

They plow the icy sea in little boats 

With sudden death and beauty next-door neighbors. 
They make a friend of blue eternity 

And write their brave names on the nameless sea. 


This home of winter is the black and white 


Euclid land, all angles and right lines, 
A country made of ivory and light, 
Snow-fences and the point-lace of the pines.

ZHUKOV 


STALIN’S BEST GENERAL, DEFENDER OF STALINGRAD AND 
MOSCOW, COMMANDS THE GREAT RUSSIAN DRIVE TO BERLIN 
BY RICHARD E. LAUTERBACH 


Georgi Konstantinovitch Zhukov (pronounced 

Jeoo-kuf) will go down in history as one of the 
greatest generals of World War II. Currently field com- 
mander of the Red Army's clite troops in the center of 
the Eastern Front, he is evidently Stalin's choice as 
conqueror of Berlin and perhaps as the chicf Russian 
in the future Allied government of Germany. His rec- 
ord of military achievement is without parallel in 
modern war. 

No single counterpart for Zhukoy can be found in 
either the Allied or Axis armies, His role can best be 
comprehended if one imagines an individual officer 
simultaneously holding the responsibility of General 
Marshall, General Eisenhower and General Bradley. 
For the last four years he has shuttled between the 
Kremlin and every battlefield of the Russian front, 
alternately planning grand strategy and commanding 
individual armies and groups of armies in the front 
lines. In his capacity as deputy to the supreme com- 
mander in chief he is second only to Stalin as the 
Soviet Union's guiding military star, As a staff officer 
he has proved himself cunning, imaginative and pro- 
phetic, Asa ficld general he has been audacious, im- 
perturbable and to date unconquerable 

Zhukov's most dramatic performances heretofore 
have been in his recurrent role as Russia's Horatius-at- 
the-Bridge. Muscovites call him "‘Spasitel,”’ or savior. 
When German armies almost encircled Moscow in the 
bitter fall of 1941, Stalin sent him from his warm berth 
as chief of staff into the cold woods outside the capi- 
tal. In a few weeks he not only lifted the siege of 
Moscow but threw the Germans into retreat under the 
impact of a great winter offensive. The next winter 
Zhukov was sent south to save Stalingrad. In the proc- 
ess he destroyed the Sixth German Army in a bloody 
battle which turned the whole tide of the war. Next 
he broke the blockade of Leningrad. And last year, 
again'trouble-shooting in the ficld, he led forces which 
expelled the Germans from the Ukraine and the south- 
ern U. S. S. R. 

At the moment Zhukov is enjoying the pleasure, 
seldom experienced by staff officers, of translating his 
own strategical concepts into tactical reality. The 
climactic offensive which began Jan. 12 is the fruit of 
his planning last autumn. To invest Berlin, destroy 
Hitler's armies and end the war, Zhukov gathered his 
forces for the greatest effort undertaken by the Red 
Army in four years of conflict. He deployed an estimat- 
ed 200 divisions—twice the reported total strength of 
the Anglo-American armics in the West—along a 4o0- 
mile front from East Prussia to the Carpathians. 
Characteristically he aimed the main weight of his 
attack straight down the Warsaw-Frankfurt highway 
to Berlin, And characteristically he gave command of 
that most critical, most difficult sector to himself. 

The speed with which his forces have advanced 
G5 to 20 miles a day) attests not only to the efficiency 


Wess happens in the next few weeks, Marshal 


of the Red Army's fluid supply system, which Zhukov 
helped evolve in years past, but also to his own 
tactical skill. A wily ficld soldier, he has repeatedly 
outguessed and ourmancuvered the Germans’ shrewdest 
commanders. Two winters ago, for example, he took 
Rzhev by ordering his engincers co throw an “‘invisi- 
ble" bridge across a river. It was buile entirely by 
night, with its roadway submerged just 18 inches be- 
low the surface of the water. On Rzhev's D-day the 
Nazi garrison saw Zhukov's tanks miraculously 
breasting the stream like a flect of old side-wheclers. 
Last month he again outfoxed the enemy by taking 
Warsaw from the rear. In the current fighting the Red 
Army has attacked from unexpected directions all up 
and down the front. Retreating Germans have found 
Russians already dug in behind them. By-passing 
strong points and leaving them for rear echelons to 
mop up, Zhukov has hurled his armored spearheads 
and motorized infantry across more than 300 miles of 
swampland and woodland in the first 18 days of his 
campaign—the fastest advance of the war, far exceed- 
ing the record of the Germans against the Russians in 
1941. Russians term their infantry not “queen of 
battles’ bue “queen of fields."” Last week Soviet war 
correspondents were referring to Zhukov’s infantry as 
“queen of forests and rivers."” His rapid progress led 
facetious Londoners to remark that Zhukov was rac 
ing to liberate the British Channel islands. 


HE IS A GOOD BOLSHEVIK 


The day Zhukov steps across the ultimate German 
trench to greet his allies in the West will not mark 
the first occasion on which he has found himself en- 
trusted with diplomatic responsibilities. The Krem- 
Jin’s esteem for him accrues not only from his martial 
abilities but from his reputation as a good Bolshevik, 
too. When he is in Moscow Stalin freely discusses 
political as well as military problems with him. He 
was Stalin's representative in Madrid during the 
Spanish War. He commanded the Red Army's far 
eastern units in Mongolia in the ticklish summer of 
1939. And during the uneasy days of the Russo-Ger- 
man pact it was Zhukov who more than any other 
commander warned against Nazi duplicity. 

In appearance and manner Zhukov is a military man 
from his apperceptive eyes to his polished boots. When 
he gives orders or discusses strategy he speaks direct- 
ly, sharply and precisely in a calm, low voice. He dis- 
likes vacillation. His strong face is so expressive of 
willfulness that few men readily dispute his views. In 
upholding his judgments he can be extremely stub- 
born, but on occasions when he is outvoted by other 
members of the supreme command he executes their 
plans as solicitously as he would his own. 

Soviet newspapermen first glimpsed Zhukov's su- 
perlative self-assurance when the Red Army underwent 
its test by fire in the Mongolian steppes. A group of

war correspondents were sitting around an iron stove in a blockhouse 
on the Manchurian frontier one day when Zhukov strode into their 
midst. He had just come from his early morning banya and his 
cheeks were pink. As he dressed he chatted cheerfully with his in- 
terviewers. Suddenly two Red Army scouts rushed into the room 
and reported that the Japanese were massing large units in prep- 
aration for a counterattack. The correspondents braced themselves, 
expecting a galvanized commander and a cascade of excited orders. 
But Zhukov, unperturbed, went on dressing and calmly, informed 
his scouts that a counterattack was impossible since the Japs were

in no position co deliver an offensive blow. His words changed the 
atmosphere instantancously. A few days later the forces under his 
command wiped out the Japanese Sixth Army at Khalkin-Gol. 

Although he is twice a Hero of the Soviet Union, victor over Japs 
and Germans and unquestionably the No. 1 professional soldier of 
the U.S. $. R., Zhukov's face and broad, balding brow are unfa- 
miliar to the average Russian citizen. The Sovict press places little 
emphasis on the work of individual commanders except when they 
receive an official citation, Americans know a good deal about the 
public and even private lives of their leading generals, but the Rus- 
sian public is completely ignorant of the fact that Zhukov's home is 
the top floor of a two-story house in Arbat Square, one of Moscow's 
better residential areas some five minutes’ walk from the Kremlin, or 
that he has a pretty, dark-haired wife who is taller than he, a 13~ 
year-old daughter and two sons, 12 and 9. The older boy, who is 
called “*Zhuk’” by his classmates, resembles his father. (He dislikes 
his nickname, for in Russian ghuk means “*beetle."" The suffix ov is an 
clision of “ovich'’ which signifies “the son of," hence the name 
Zhukov can be interpreted as “'son of a beetle."*) 

The Zhukov apartment, which is small but comfortable, is a monu- 
ment to the Marshal's military career. In the living room Mrs. 
Zhukov displays swords, helmets, remnants of enemy tunics and 
other trophics he has accumulated in 30 years of soldiering. ‘The 
bookshelves are filled with volumes by Clausewitz and other military 
analysts. Zhukov is considered an authority on the campaigns of 
Hannibal. The books are in several languages, for Zhukov speaks 
some Spanish and German and is very fluent in French; before the 
war he subscribed to most of the leading French periodicals. When 
not studying or practicing military science, he liked to climb into 
rough worsteds and motor to the lake country north of Moscow for 
fishing. On quict evenings at home or in camp he would entertain 
his friends by playing the piano or the accordion. His favorite com- 
posers are Tschaikovsky, Glinka and Moussorgsky, but most of his 
accordion selections are old folk songs he learned in his youth. 

Zhukov’s whereabouts are always a complete military secret and 
in the Soviet Union no exceptions are made for rank, so Mrs, Zhukov 
rarely hears from her husband. She follows the Red Army's cam- 
paigns closely on a big, colored wall map and knows pretty well that 
whenever something pretty big is brewing, her Georgi will be near 
by. Like most army wives Mrs. Zhukov devotes her spare time to a 
war-relief committee. As wife of a leading Soviet citizen she receives 
certain privileges. She can buy clothing at a discount on a special 
floor of a department store reserved for the families of top military 
personnel. At a gastronom similar to ones maintained for foreign 
diplomats, she may draw a good ration of caviar, wines, vodka, 
Soviet champagne and chocolate candies for her children. When 
Zhukov is home an army car and chauffeur are at the family’s dis- 
posal, bur usually they prefer to pay their 4o kopeks and ride the 
subway like other Muscovites. 

On his visits to Moscow Zhukov enjoys going to military and 
diplomatic parties where he holds forth as an intelligent if somewhat 
didactic conversationalise. At the front he leads a Spartan regime. 
When he was stationed in the Ukraine he habitually galloped his 
favorite black Caucasian charger before breakfast and worked a 12- 
hour day without lunch. Sometimes for additional exercise he would 
fence with his aides, usually wearing out several of them before he 
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ZHUKOV (continues) 


had had enough. Since he subjects himself to such rigors he does not 
shrink from demanding as much from his men 

Son of simple peasant folk, Zhukov was born in Strelkova, a 
small village in central Russia, in 1895. He left school at an catly 
age and became apprentice to a furrier. At the outbreak of World 
War I he was drafted into the army and saw two years of active 
service as a private. Then he was sent home because of ill health. 
By the time he had recovered, Russia was out of the war and Lenin 
was in power. Army life had appealed to Zhukov, so he abandoned 
the fur trade and ‘joined the Red Army cavalry. He also joined the 
Communist Party. 

During the civil war Zhukoy fought on many fronts, was wound- 
ed, decorated and promoted to the rank of an officer. His ability at- 
tracted the notice of Red Army commanders and when the war was 
over he was picked to attend Frunze Academy—the Sovict's com- 
bination of West Point and General Staff School—to study military 
science and tactics. Upon his graduation he elected to re-enter the 
cavalry, incubator of many Russian generals. In the years that fol- 
lowed Zhukov obscurely bu effectively prepared himself for his 
later responsibilities. He had few intimate friends and spent his 
off-duty hours studying Marxist literature, writing tactical disqui- 
sitions and learning foreign languages. For a while he lectured at 
Frunze Academy. During the pre-Hitler period he visited briefly 
in Germany, attending lectures given for Russian and Chinese of- 
ficers by the German General Staff. In 1936 Stalin and Voroshilov 
dispatched him to Spain as the Soviet Union's chief military observer. 
There Zhukov had his first opportunity to test Red Army theories of 
tank warfare under actual combat conditions, for he brought along 
a shipment of Russian tanks to help counter the aid given Franco 
by Germany and Italy. 


HIS FIRST BATTLE WAS IN OUTER MONGOLIA 


When the Japanese attacked the Mongolian Republic in May 1939 
the Soviet Union implemented its mutual-aid pact with the Mongols 
and rushed several tank divisions under Zhukov’s command to their 
assistance. In battles that followed, Zhukov exhibited the daring 
and guile that established him in Stalin's eyes as a military genius, 
wiping out the Japanese Sixth Army with the unexcitable efficiency 
noted before. In the 22 months between this campaign and Hitler's 
invasion of Russia Zhukov shot upward through Red Army ranks, 
emerging as a political as well as a military personage. He helped 
with staff work under Timoshenko during the not very brilliant 
Finnish campaign and upon its conclusion was appointed Com- 
mander of the Kiev Military District with the rank of general of 
the army, next highest to marshal. 

During his stay in Kiev Zhukov drew up plans for Red Army re- 
form based on experience gained in the Japanese and Finnish cam- 
paigns. In a remarkable speech delivered before a Party conference of 
the Kiev Military District, Zhukov outspokenly attacked the Red

THE MAIN GERMAN DEFENSE against Zhukov's crashing 1945 offensive, according 
to neutral eyewitnesses, was a quadrilateral zone of fortifications between the Warta 
and Oder Rivers on the direct route to Berlin. The Germans hoped to hold the Rus- 
sians here, perhaps for a counterattack while the front was still fluid. At the end of 
last week Zhukov’s First White Russian Army had overrun nearly all of che putative 
German defense zone and the Germans had still not been able to begin a counterattack. 


ZHUKOV continues) 


Army's “political commissars” and charged the army's high com- 
mand with failure properly to train young officers rising from the 
ranks. He closed his audacious speech with an oblique warning 
against the Nazis, the Russo-German peace pact notwithstanding. 

The Western horizon looked glowering in the winter of 1940-41 
and Stalin brought Zhukov to Moscow as chief of staff to has- 
ten reorganization and expansion of the Red Army. He weeded out 
incompetent officers, inveighed against bureaucracy and did his 
best to canalize the functions of the political commissars so they 
could not interfere with the purely military command. He criti- 
cized the Finnish campaign and blamed its shortcomings upon ad- 
herence to obsolete techniques. The new army Zhukov hammered 
into shape was a far cry from the rapt dream of a Communist 
fightng force of happy comrades who held meetings and voted on 
every military decision. Racing against time and Hitler, Zhukov 
welded the Red Army into an orderly hierarchical organization, 
whose respect for discipline has becn intensified in the last four 
years of war to a degree unknown in Czarist days. Officers and 
men cannot appear in public places in unpressed uniforms. Their 
boots must be polished, their faces shaven, their hair combed. 
Even on the coldest days no Red Army man can walk down Mos- 
cow's Gorky Strect with the collar of his greatcoat turned up. No 
Red Army man can be seen hanging on the outside step of an over- 
crowded streetcar or bus. No officer or enlisted man is ever seen 
seated in a car or subway while a man of higher rank stands. These 
outward signs of discipline are symptomatic of intrinsic character 
changes within the Army. 


HE IS STERN BUT KINDLY 


Stern disciplinarian though he is, Zhukov nevertheless respects a 
Russian military tradition, antedating the Red Army, of solicitude 
for the individual soldier. Instances of his personal relationship with 
the men under his command are few but illuminating. Some years 
before the war, when Zhukov was stationed in White Russia, he 
gave permission to a cavalry regiment to arrange a party for a junior 
officer who was getting married. On the morning of the wedding 
day Zhukov learned that Marshal Budenay was atriving for an in- 
spection tour. Zhukov ordered the prospective bridegroom to the 
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station to head a welcoming guard of honor. Foresecing an all-day 

job, the young man groaned but marched off like a good soldier. At 
the moment Budenay’s train drew in, Zhukov appeared at the sta- 
tion and whispered in the junior officer's car, “Sorry to be late, I 
just stopped by your wedding party and everyone was having a 
marvelous time.” With a dig in the ribs he dismissed the impatient 
bridegroom and told him to have fun. Zhukov then strode forward 
in his place to welcome the visiting marshal. 

In February 1941 Zhukov was clected alternate member of the 
Central Committee of the Communist Party and appointed Vice- 
Commissar of Defense. Four months later the Nazis started the at- 
tack Zhukov had repeatedly prophesied. Weck by week the huge 
German forces drew closer to Moscow, battering down Voroshilov’s 
defenses in the north, Budenay’s in the south, and Timoshenko’s on 
the central front. By October the Nazi steam roller had battered its 
way to within 50 miles of the Kremlin. On the 21st of that month 
Stalin decreed a state of siege in Moscow. Transferring Timoshenko 
to the southwest, he relieved Zhukov of his desk duties as chief of 
staff and entrusted him with the defense of the capital. Zhukov issued 
an impassioned hold-or-dic order: “Not a step back!" he commanded. 
“Halt the Fascists! Every man must fight like ten! Cowards and 
panicmongers must be destroyed ruthlessly as traitors to the father- 
land." He ordered his tired armies, now reinforced with divisions 
of poorly equipped, hastily trained Moscow volunteers, to cease 
avoiding Nazi tanks but ‘‘to hunt and destroy them." 

The Russian retreat slowed and Zhukov won time to concentrate 
powerful reserves that had been brought from the cast and stationed 
in woods north, south and west of the city. Hitler had proclaimed 
that his troops would parade in Red Square on Nov. 7, the Soviet 
Union's Fourth of July. But on Nov. 7 the marchers in Red Square 
were Red Army reserves on theit way to join Zhukov’s defenders. 
In the days that followed Zhukov deliberately sucked the Wehrmacht 
into his trap. On Nov. 27 he sprang it, following up with an 
offensive which split the Nazi spearhead and scat 50 German divi- 
sions streaming westward in defeat. In a rare press interview on 
Jan. 25, 1942, Zhukov outlined a few reasons for the German 
shambles at Moscow. “They were used to casy victories," he said. 
“For them, war was merely mancuyers. They have neither cavalry 
nor skiers, their tanks cannot pass over the snow.”” As he talked he 
sparkled with sarcasm and occasional wit—he was relaxing for the 
first time in months. “The stubborn resistance the Germans offer in 
towns and villages has a simple explanation. They are afraid to give 
up warm houses for frozen fields. Early in December it was clear that 
theit offensive had petered out. We retreated, preserving our ma- 
tériel. The day came and we launched a counterassault.” 


“HIGHLY TALENTED AND BRAVE LEADER” 


The year 1942 was one of cumulative successes for Zhukov and 
the Red Army. With, the Germans stabilized on the central front, 
Zhukov was suddenly transferred to Stalingrad, then menaced by 
the armies of von Paulus and von Manstein. Once again he replaced 
Timoshenko. Presiding as supreme theater commander (as Eiscn- 
hower presides in the West), Zhukov was assisted at Stalingrad by 
some of the Red Army's most brilliant cacticians, among them Chief 
Marshal of Artillery Nikolai Voronov and Marshals Rokossovsky 
and Malinovsky who are now flanking his thrusts toward Berlin. 
All of them owe something to their experience in the epic battle of 
the Stalingrad front. It went on for 21 weeks and exceeded in vio- 
lence and bitterness any previous battle of the war. Under Zhukov's 
direction what had seemed to be a Russian disaster was dramatically 
turned into one of the greatest Russian victories of the war—a vic- 
tory that probably will go down among the decisive ones in world 
history. By the end of the year the threat to Stalingrad had been 
dissipated and von Paulus’ Sixth Army lay surrounded in a solid steel 
ring. At this point von Manstein, advancing with reinforcements 
from the southwest, attempted to drive a wedge into Zhukov's 
ring and join up with von Paulus’ encircled divisions. Before the 
relieving force could swing into action Zhukov sent fresh troops 
under Malinovsky to intercept it. His maneuver was perfectly timed. 
Von Manstcin’s armored units were smashed and his infantry 
limped back to Rostov. 

In the wake of this great victory the Russians sent an ultimatum 
to von Paulus. To the surprise of military obscrvers the name signed 
to the document was not Zhukov’s. Stalin, realizing that the 
Germans were knocked out in the south, had decided it was time to 
hit them elsewhere and he had accordingly hustled Zhukov by air- 
plane to the Leningrad front. While the country was still reverberat-

ing with cheers over his Caucasian triumph, Zhukov organized a 
new offensive at Leningrad which lifted the blockade of that long- 
beleaguered city. A few weeks later he was named Marshal of the 
Soviet Union, the first field commander of the war to beso recognized. 
In an Igvestia editorial entitled “Skill of Red Army Leaders," 
Zhukov was officially acclaimed for the first time as the “highly 
talented and brave leader” who had smashed the Germans at 
Moscow, Stalingrad and Leningrad. Igvestia’s editorial was the most 
notable official tribute that had been accorded to any Russian other 
than Stalin since the beginning of the war. Only once again that 
year did Zhukov's name appear in the Sovice press and that was on 
July 28 when he was awarded the Order of Suvorov for coordinating 
successful campaigns along the entire Eastern Front. With Stalin and 
Voroshilov he had helped plan the 1943 summer offensives which 
swept the Germans out of Kursk, Orel, Belgorod, Kharkov, Smo- 
lensk and sent them back across the Dniepr. When the triumphant 
Red Army marched into ewice-liberated Kharkov a great victory 
celebration was held in Dzershinsky Square. Appropriately, it was 
Zhukov who sat on the platform as a representative of the Supreme 
Command. 


HE COMMANDED SOUTHERN FRONT IN 1944 


Early last year, when General Nikolai Vatutin of the First 
Ukrainian Army was killed at the height of operations in the 
Ukraine, Zhukov further adorned his reputation as the Red Army's 
best pinch hitter. He was already in the theater of operations, hav- 
ing been assigned to coordinate the strategy of the First and Second 
Ukrainian Armies. Rather than entrust Vatutin's important sector 
to a less experienced commander, Stalin allowed Zhukov to remain 
in active command of the First Army. It was as though President 
Roosevelt had suddenly ordered General Eisenhower to take over 
command of the U. S. Third Army from Licut. General Patton or the 
Fifth Army from Licut. General Clark. In Moscow military ob- 
servers raised their eyebrows and said, ““Zhukov is taking a great 
chance. What a triumph for Manstein if he could stop Russia's great- 
est professional soldier! What a blow to Russian morale!" Every- 
thing was against Zhukov’s success. One of the earliest spring thaws 
in memory sct in. His troops sank to their knecs in greasy mud. But 
time was all-important. On March 4 Zhukov gave the command and 
his artillery opened up. For 4o minutes the Ukrainian bogs quaked. 
Then the tanks slipped forward through the mud on a 150-mile 
front. However, inspired by Zhukov’s presence, the First Ukrainian 
Army outdid itself. After two days of bitter fighting 12. German 
divisions were smashed. Pursuing his advantage, Zhukov drove the 
enemy to the frontier of the Soviet Union and across it onto Polish 
soil. For his achievement the Supreme Soviet awarded Zhukov the 
Order of Victory, a magnificent bauble of diamonds, rubies and plat- 
inum worth over $100,000.

‘The Marshal's responsibilities continually increased last summer 
and fall. As the pressure of international affairs and postwar plans 
absorbed more of Stalin’s energies the burden of military strategy 
fell ever more heavily on Zhukoy’s oxlike shoulders, With Air 
Marshal Novikov and Artillery Chief Voronov he evolved plans for 
the Red Army’s ultimate drive on Berlin. He held interstaff discus- 
sions with British and American envoys on the timing of coordinat- 
ed offensive thrusts. Leaving problems of morale and politics to 
other members of the Supreme Command, Zhukov concerned him- 
self with operational plans for annihilating the German armies and 
ending the war. On Jan. 12 of this year he rose once more from his 
desk and went forth into the field for his greatest battle. 


HE GETS UP CLOSE 


It is Zhukov's philosophy that offensive strategy must be fluid and 
flexible and cannot be definitely envisaged at a table in the Kremlin. 
Hence while he studies and evaluates field reports carefully, he 
habitually insists on taking great personal risks in order to observe 
his troops in action and to compare back-room strategy with front- 
line tactics. Ever since the battle of Moscow Zhukov has journeyed 
up and down the Red Army's offensive line from the Baltic to the 
Carpathians and to the Black Sea, He has traveled by plane and train 
and often by American command car. Despite his eminence as a desk 
general, he is primarily a man of action who craves the smell of 
battle smoke, Zhukov has defined war as ‘‘a science, a sctics of 
mathematical problems to be solved though proper integration and 
coordination of men and weapons in time and space.” But he has 
also said, time and again, that it is the common denominator that 
counts in war: the simple soldier who shoots the bullet and stops 
the bullet. At Stalin's suggestion he sent a pamphlet to Rokossovsky, 
Malinovsky, Chernayakhovsky, Konev and other commanders now 
fighting north and south of him on the blazing highroad to Berlin. 
To them he commended these words of Suvoroy: ‘Regardless of 
what happens to me, the soldier is dearer than myself. . . . I neither 
sleep nor rest so that my army may have sleep and rest,” 

Lord Beaverbrook once said that communism had produced the 
best generals of the war. Georgi Zhukov is a Communist. He does 
not believe in God. But he does believe in history, in progress, in 
decency. For these things, for his home, his wife, his children and 
for Russia, he has fought an unbeatable kind of war. Like most 
of the 15,000,000 front-line soldiers that he commands, Zhukov 
was the son of a humble peasant. “‘In the time of civilization’s 
crisis," a Russian soldier said not long ago, “Zhukov rose up like 
David, to smite the German Goliath.”
